Claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 15-34 remain pending in this application. 

In the Final Rejection, claims 6-8 and 15-20 were indicated as being allowed, and claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 
and 21-34 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Degelmann et al. (U. S. Patent 
No. 6,103,894). 

Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 

1. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed December 23, 2003, is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 21-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Degelmann et al. 
(U. S. Patent No. 6,103,894). 

The Declaration shows that the compositions of Degelmann et al. '894 are not crystalline, like the 
claimed crystalline mixture solid composition. Additionally, the Declaration shows that the compositions 
of Degelmann et al. '894 contain 1, 1-GPS in amounts outside that respectively claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-8, and 15-34 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In addition to the 132 filed by Applicants, Applicants' arguments regarding the Degelmann et al. 
'894 reference are persuasive. Although Degelmann et al. '894 disclose the presence of fractions 
containing a mixture of 1,6-GPS and 1,1-GPS, the presence of 1,1-GPS is more than 0.01 to 1.5 wt. %, 
which is the amount recited in the instant claims. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance/'
